I. Extent of activity 


A total of 1,432 egent recruitaente or reoruitsent attenpte 
made by Soviet Bloo intelligence services, were discovered in 
1963 in the Pederal Republic (1962: 1,450). These agein 
inoludeé quite’a number of cases in which training, infiltra- 
tion and quipment with intelligence side slready permitted the 
conelusion es to the agent's cor resident agent's vaiue and 
qualification. Agent couples appeered rather frequently. 


Of the 1,432 recognised cases 1,214 persons, that is 04%, vere 
approached by the Soviet Zone intelligence services. This 
number egein emphasised the denger vhich the Soviet Zone 
intelligence services constitute for the Federal Republica.

The targets of the Soviet 8160 services' espionage 
primarily were the apheres of foreign end domestic politios. 
About 10% of all politics! assignments vere directed agsinet 
the democratic parties. 


Almost all fields of economic life in the Federal Republic 

were covered hy hostile secpcpie eepionage. The Soviet Bloo 
intelligence services! speciel interest wae German industry. 
The greatest number of assignments were recorded in the field 
of electrical industry, followed by the chemioe) and sruament 


‘industries and other branches of industry having almoat an 


equal share. Assignments against institutes of scientific 
research vere aleo continucualy issued. The agents of eastern 
intelligence services in 1965 alee received assignments to 
furnish public opinion reports and the views expressed ty West 
Germen residente with regerd to certain political events or 
current political questions. Through this type of espionage, 
the Soviet Bloc continued to pursue the aim of procuring in 

an intelligence manner, documents and sateriel for infiltration, 
eubversion, es well as for agitetion asd propaganda against the 
Federal Republic. 


During the year under review, one case wae reoorded in vhich 
an agent group wee engeged in sabotage preparations upon 
instructions of a Soviet Bloc intelligence service. The agents 
ee @ rule had the assignment to select concesalsent poseibili- 
ties for veapone, explosives and food, and to detect sensitive 
points for destruction in important plants, whereby the entire 
menufecture could be persiysed. The sabvotege measures concerned 
were only to be realised on X-Day, in pert by members of the 
agent net, in pert ty infiltrated saboteurs. The egents 
believed that X-Day was the day of the outbreak of a war, or 
the day which eppeared evitable for a violent overthrow of the 
democretic order in the Federal Republic.

In 1963, twenty-three percent of the total of 1,452 
recognited agents at the time of their recruftment had 
their reaidence outeide the Federal Republic.

The share of persons who at the 
time of recruitment lived outside the Federal Republie 
(excepting the Soviet Zone) consequently vas 5% in 1963. 


While thie share (reeidence of recruited peraons in the 
Soviet Bloo outeide the Soviet Zone) hee almost remained 
the same since 1960, the portion of persons who at the 
time of reoruitaent lived in the Soviet Zone, has steadily

In 1963, MfS handling agencies Beet Berlin, Megdevurg, Leipsig, 
Erfurt and Rostook played a particularly important role. The 
mijority-of all intelligence operations against the Federal 
Repudlic) was started from East derlin. : a 


As previously, the pereonal contact between agent end handling 
office wae mainly the Soviet Zone intelligence services’ handling 
method. This contact primarily vee naintained by meetinge in 
East Derlin and in neutral foreign countries, ep well es by send- 
ing courtiers and inetruotore vho after previous conspiratorial 
agreement, called on the agent in the Federal Repudlio, 
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The evaluation of these essee brought sheut conclusive knowledge 


as to the conepiratorie] eeerier servies prier to and after the 


Soviet Zone blicckade measusda @f bugust .1961.- 


Prior to 13 August 1961, the MES frequently employed Soviet Zone 
relatives or friends of the agent (whom it pledged for seoret 
cooperstion for this purpose) ae couriers. The Soviet Zone 
oitisens usually entered the Pederal Repubdlic under their true 
namea. They were in posseesion of o travel certificate PM 126 
and to disguise their intelligence assignment, etated that thoy 
wished to pay s visit in the Federal Republic, 


After the Sovict Zone dlockade measures, the MfS developed nev 
methods for the conspiratorisl courier service. The use of falei- 
fied Weet Berlin personal pepers or Federal personal identity 
carde which previously had only been used in exceptional cases, 
nov became the rule. All oourier agents from the Seviet Zone, 
whom thc BV recorded aftor 15 August 1961, were provided with 
falsified persone] identity carde in the aame of persone living 
in the Pederal Republic or Weet Berlin. Neo faleifications of the 
new Federnl idcntifiostion in book-fora were discovered todete. 
The MfS devoted particular attention to the falsification of a 
Federal personnal identity card fer courier agent BOERME. Hie 
aseignore wisned thet he travel vith a Federal identity oard in 
the nane of hic fricnd Herbert K. of Hegen/Wostphalia. BOEEME 
had to call on ¥. ‘nr. Hagen in Auguet 1956 for this purpose and 
under #08) pr:.cxt made him show hie persenal identity card, on 
which ocetsic1 ‘2 555 to note the number of the form. Besides, 
he had pesspc-* photographs made of hiaself in Hagen and brought 
them alonz. 1 rsde thie trip with a travel certificate in his 
true namo. in the Fall of 1960, K. moved from Hagen to ἃ nearby 
village. “horerpun B. had to call aguin on him, make him again 
show his p:rzonc! identity card and note vhether the entry in the 
identity c.rc hud been filled out by hand or by typewriter. In 
accordance fFer-with, the MfS later on provided the faleified 
identity card with ¢ remark of the move and the pertinent stamp 
of the Ennepe-Rvhr-Kreia. 


Yn addition to the faleified paler papere, the equipment for 
courtfor tripe to the Federal public regularly f{noludod western 
clothing end items for use on the trip. As ἃ rule, the agents 
were permitted to purchase these items at the Mf3' coset, when 
they were on trial aveignments in West Berlin or in the Peders) 
Ropublic. After the completion of overy sseignment they heé to 
be returned. Often the first trips to the West (which were to 
enable the future couriers to get acquainted vith the conditions 
in the Fodersl Republic) vere connected with the asesignment to 
colleot confidential information on the true holder of the iden- 
tity card. In case of possible controls they had to be in a posi- 


tZon to. anewer pertinent questions accordingly. 


It was the couriers’ primary task to hand over soney and receive 
treavonovse material. Beyond this, they were to supply their 
meeting partners with new instructions of the handling agency, to 
encourage them to better cooperetion and poesibly influence thes 
politically, ee vell ag to give them advice for a useful conplesion 
of their aseignaents. In this respect, they frequently took on 
the taske of instructors. 
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‘In selecting couriers, the MfS applied rigid etandards to the 
politionl attitude of the reesuitaat camiidate, becpuse of the 
danger of “breaking avay".

In the Summer of 1959, Elissbeth 8. had received employment 
witb the railroad repeirehop (EAW) in Treptow (Soviet Sector) 
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with the help of SED offices... The end of 1960 ehe was con= 
tacted there by two MES members and requested to secretly 
cooperate, At eo sooting at ἃ conspiratorial apartment in 

the Soviet Sestor in Jumeary 1961, which wae attended hy the 
couple, detailed agreements were made. Gerhard and Blisabdeth 
BUTH vere to make full-time “observatione" for the MS and in 
return draw a firm salery. After a trisl peri¢d of approximte- 
ly three monthe, during vhich they had been briefed ag to 
their future tasks at nuserous meetings, they were pledged 

in writing by the MfS. At the same tine B.'s reporting 
activities for "Waldemar® were diecontinued.

They vere to tell relatives and friends in West Berlin and 
in the Soviet Zone that Gerhard 3. vas ἃ dwrer for -the Deutsobe 
Reichsbahn in Serlin-Ruapeleburg and Elisabeth B. worked se a 
controller with Mitrops at the Priedrichstrasse 88 Station. 
After 15 August 1961 a new covereatory vase required since the 
MIS assumed that ocoupstional activities in the Soviet Sector 
might ettract attention in West Berlin. Upen "Horet(s* urging,

The first odservation ordere vhich “HRoret” gave the agente, 
concerned East Berlin residents exolusively. If necessary, 
the observation was to be extended to West Berlin. <After 

13 Aug 1961, primarily Weet Berliners vere assignment targets, 
All target peraons received cover-neses. “Horst" usually gave 
them a description of each target person which he souctizes 
eupplemented by presenting a photograph. He explained where 
and when the target person was to bse ‘picked up' and tow loag 
the observation had to Ἰδὲ. In some cases B. aleo knew the 
terget persone' true name. Under the cower-designation ‘'Grat! 
the BD. couple early in 1963 repeatodly hed to shadow eaployees 
of the Lend Agenoy for the Protection of the Constitution 
about 1630 hours (close of business) in order to find out 
where thay lived. All observation reaulte had to be reported 
in writing - after tho esteblishment of two-way radio oconneo- 
tion, also verbally. At tho etart of their intelligence

He reported to hie eesigner on the completion of the 
aseignaent. At irregular intervals the tranenitter vas cperated 
by means of remote control. There also was a device to keep it 


‘in permanent operation. Thige wae to start operating when the 
-Pemote control failed. By turning a tutton at tho front side 


of the transnitter it could be put into such operation. 


No information has yet been learned as to the counterpart of 
the transaitter.

Aocording to PRETZER's etatezent, Main Department (HA) I 
supervises the eubdordinated sections, sub-sections and 
operational groups, and controle their sotivity and endeavors 
are made for close co-operation between the oounterintelligence 
and intelligence section. Work conferences and an exohange 
of information (however, vithout mentioning sources) take 
place regularly.

Only if the inquiries heve brought forth no 
Getrimental information, is the candidate approached at his 
home. On this occasion the prospective co-workers tasic 
willingnese to co-operate and hie suitability are determined 

The next six months are con- 
sidered ae a probationery period. Minor information-aasign- 
mente are to sacocustos the recruitaent candidate in co-operating 
with the MfS.

*Wanted Persons’ Card File 


The most essential aid of the Tracirg Croup is the ‘Wanted 
Persone' Card File which, actording to SCHNEIDER ‘s estinate, 
conteine at least 20,000 names. This card file is consulted 
for all card file and identity cheoke. Compsred hereto, the 
Soviet Zone “Wanted Persone Liat", which conteine the sane 
names, ie rerely used in practice. The ‘Wanted Persons’ Card Pile 
contains printed cards of a yellowieh brown color, sise DIR A 6. 
Thie cerd file exclusively contains the names of persone 
inoriminated or suspected in a criminal or politioal respect. 
In eddition to the personal data of the wanted pereon, the 

cards contain entries as to the wanting authority, the nature 
of the offence and directions as to the measure to be taken, 
should the wanted person appear. The oards of “deleted” 
persons are provided with an appropriste note and filed 
seperately.

- 6. The Soviet Intel igence Services 


I. Qenerel 

In 1963, 64 οδοοα of attempted or completed recruituente for the 
Soviet intelligence services (KGB end GRU) heave come to 
“notice (1962: 76). About 66 of the total nusbver of known 
reoruitmenta were effected by the Soviet intelligence services. 


Fifty-nine of the spprosched persons originated from the Weet, 
twenty-five froa the Soviet Bloc's power ephere. 


TI. Recruiting Methods 

7 Mo eesential changes were noticed as to the reoruiting 
methods of the Soviet intelligence services. They sre still 
largely identical to those of the Soviet Zone intelligence 
services. The occasions of recruitment primarily were 
private or business West-East contacts, imsigretion or 
emigration plane or ties of relationship to the West or East. 


About 60% of the recruited persone actually became active 
in the intelligence sephere. 


1.) Soviet Intelligence Service Recruitment in Soviet Zone 
Reception Camps: 


In 1965 several cases agein came to notice in which 
iemigrants or returnees in Soviet Zone Reception Gaaps 
were approached by aenbere of Soviet intelligence services, 
with a view to their intelligence reeruitment. In part, 
suitable persons were introduced to the Soviet intelligences 
eervicese by MES. The known cases. proved, that the Soviet 
intelligence services also increasingly endeavored 

(after the dlooking measures of 15 Aug 1961) to recruit 
agents in the Soyiet Zone Reception Camps. 


Lete in July 1962;' the eleotricien Bdaund T., 4 resident of 
the Rubr area, illegally entered the Soviet Zone near 

Helastedt, for family reasong. During hie interrogetion 

at Cemp Barby he furnisbed information regarding British 

amaunition depote in the FRC. 7. thereupon wae introduced 

to three members of a Soviet intelligence service at Comp 

Barby.. After several interrogations, f. wae obligated 

for an intelligence co-operation by the Soviets. He was 

given the acssignuent to return to the FRG, to further procure 

information as to the ammunition depot, to photograph

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documents and to bring along only the negatives to the 

next meeting which wae to take place in Berlin (West)- 

He vase to annomoe the date of the mecting in a eouched 
language to a Magdeburg cover aédéress. 


After he had received Ba 60 to cover his expenses, T- 
wae deported te the PRO via Marienborn. During the 
check at Eelustedt, he kept his intelligence contects 
seoret. TT. then returned to bis family. - 


Late in Scptember 1962, he reoeived ἃ reminder, nailed 

in Berlin (Weet). T. thereupon again entered the Soviet 
Zone illegally. When he wae apprehended by the Soviet 

Zone border patrol, be requested, that he again be taken to 
Camp Barby. There he again set the Soviet Intelligence 
Sexvice co-workers, who had recruited him. After having 
reported verbally and in writing, 7. was given the eseigu- 
aent, to return to the PRO, to look for esploynent and 
eccommjodation in the Brunewick area and to keep an eye On 
concentrations of German and British Troope in thie erea, ι.

Recruit te Be-Satt 


During the year under review (1963), information was again 
received, confirming the continuation of the Soviet 
intelligence services’ previous practice, namely to 
approach late re-settlers with a view to their intelligence 
recruitment, prior to their exit from the USSR, 


Alexander U., who wae born in the Ukraine as the son of 
German parents, at war'a end lived in Berlin. After the 
invasion of the Boviet Troops in 1945, he wae deported 

to the Soviet Union. In 1946 he was sentenced to 5 years 
forced labor on charges of alleged “counter-revolutionary" 
egitation and, after completion of his sentence deported ~ 
to Siberia, where he married en Eethonian. Due to an 
amnesty, the couple 0, was permitted to return to Esthonia. 


" Ever since 1960, U. endeavored to obtain permission for 


hie repetrietion to Berlin. In 1961, when he again cone 
tacted the passport office, he wae approached by a Κ08- 
member named “BORIS". Thereafter, "BORIS" naintained 
oontacte with U. The meetings, in the majority of cases, 
took place in hotel rooms, “BORI8" promised to assist U, 
in proouring en exit permit, provided Βα (U.) would 4180 
ἄο him ἃ fevor. U. agreed to do go. 


We wae given instructions, upon his arrival at Berlin 
(Weet), to build up a sound exietence and resuse hie 
contacte with hie former friends and ecquaintances.

In August 1961, 2leyear old Heike K. of Prenkfurt/Mein 
accepted a position ad children's nuree vith an American 
diplomat, who served with the US-Eabassy in Moscow. 

In Moscow she made friends vith a German couple who led 
avery sociable life. At their home she made the 
soquaintance of members of foreign Giplonatio missions, 

as well as Soviet citisene, In Kovember 1961, thie 

couple introduced her to a Soviet teacher (f.), with whoa 
whe made friends in order te learn Rueeian. Late in 

June 1962, at the home of thie teacher, Heike K, was 
approached by two KGB-menbers, who accused her of being 

en American spy and of having conducted dblack-market 

deals with various Soviet citisens. <After threatening 

to imprison her deceuse of thie offence, the KGB- 

menbdere relented and arranged for ancther meeting vith her 
on the following day. Pinally, ehe waa obligated to 
etrict secrecy. Up to the ent of July 1962, K, met six 
times with the KCB-memders. The seetings and conversations 
took place either in the KBG-senbere’ car, in a conspirative 
apartaont or in restaurents. ΚΕ, wes requested to give a 
detailed description of her friends ard acquaintances 

and identify persons known to her on the basia of photo- 
graphs. 


Soe aleo wae to establish new contacte at the American 
Clud. She was peruitted to ssintain her contacts with 
her teacher-friend and not prohibited from discussing her 
intelligence ocontecte with the latter. 


When, early in August 1962, Heike K.°s employer returned 
to Moscow from a longer trip to another country, abe 
disclosed her secret to hin. 


She was thereupon sent back to the FRG. 
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In 1963, primarily the 
Intelligence Services 1 
Magdeburg came to notice. The aajority of ali intelligence 
operations directed against the PRC, continued te criginate 
with the eoperational office in Eastberlin. In the majority 
οὗ cases, meetings took place in the Soviet Seator of Berlin, 
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stbveriin, 


whereas only individual meetings took place in the FRG or 
in neutral foreign countries (mainly in Vienna). —

Dr. 8., Girector of the “Institute for the Besearch cf ths SSGR* in 
Munich, late in Nov 1962, was visited by ἃ Russian who introdused 
hineelf ae NJEKRASSOW. The visitor conveyed greetings from a brother 
of Dr. 8. who lives in the USSR and whom he pretended to know very 
well. However, his report sbout their acquaintance produced — 
“contradictione. Thereupon Dr. 8 wife and son assumed a threatening 
attitude towards the visitor, who, by presenting 6 diplomatic pase, 
proved hie identity ae Eugeni Sinowewitsch SCHABARDIN, 2nd secretary 
of the Soviet Eabassy in Bonn. He explained to have given a wrong 
nene in order not to bring Dr. 8. (in-view of hie position) into an 
enbarwaceing situation. . 

In the further couree of the conversation, the diplomat offered to 
re-establish the interrupted connection to the drother in the USSR, 
vy conveying letter.

The re-settlere @id not disclose an intelligence contact in all 
cases after their arrivel in the Pederel Republic, δα is shown 
by the following examples > 
A technical engineer (aachine construction) of Upper Silesia 

had since 1956 applied for re-settlenent to the Pederal Republic. 


In September 1956, hie spplicetion wae rejected without giving 

a definite reason. Due to hie protest, the Mayor of hia toun 
referred hin to a SB-menber (38 « Polish Intelligence Sexvice) 
who might be able to help him. Ae wae expected, this peraca — 
would only grant him the exit permit if he declared his willing- 
negs to be active in intelligence. The engineer agreed, ell the 
more #0 since he wae promised that his re-settling epplicetion 
would be speedily handled. Actually, in November 1958, after a 
short intelligence training, he and his fenily were able to 
depart. In the Federal Republic, he withheld hie intelligence 
commitment and took up employment with 6 well-known eleotrics] 
firm. He then wrote to a cover address in Warsaw, informing 
them thet he had been legslised. In the Suamer of 1960, he 

met his handling officer in Vienna, as agreed, and on thie 
cocasion, made ἃ report on hie employing fire and their production. 
Thereafter, he allegedly tried to graduelly put an end to the 
intelligence contact. After he had been neutrelised, he etated 
that he only wished to carry out his intelligence activity until

When verifying the etatements of these persone, it vse 
moetly found thet previous intelligence contect had 
existed or could be sseuned. In June 1965, the watch- 
weker ROMUALD W. reported on euch a recruituzent attenpt: 
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Re Was a Pole, married to a German. In 1960, upom hie wife”s 
faitiative, be filed 865 applicetien for re~-settieaant. Allegedly; 
he get ἃ peynisaion therefor under great difficulties, after 
paying 120.000.00 “eee Bethe. Three. daye after he bad 
paid thie tribe, 6 ef the Foeliah Intelligence Sarvice 
approached him and by referring to the punishable nature of bis 
attitude, pressured hia into intelligence cooperation. At a 
eubsequent aeeting in Wareav, he signed a written declaration 

of commitment. He was to use his brother's eddrese ase cover 
eddrees and sark the lettere for the Polish Intelligence Service 
by dreving wavy lines under the plece of residence. He was 

only ordered to get accustomed to living in the Federal Republic, 
to build up his occupational career, and keep in contect with 

the Polish Intelligence Service through a cover addrese. Berlin 
meetings had deen scheduled at a later dete, which had not yet 
veon fixed. Re-settlesent was made in the Pall of 1960. In 

the ensuing period, he held correspondence contact with the 
Polish Intelligence Service, ae agreed, however, only reported 


on personal mattere. ‘e 


Oo 21 Apr 1963, W. allegedly was visited quite unexpectedly at 

hie home by an unknown person, who spoke Polish. The unknown 

aan brought hig presente and a letter from hie brother. He then 
requested to have a private telk with him. He then resinded his 
of the bribe he had paid, ae well se hie obligation, and threatened 
that hie brother would have difficulties if he did mot fulfiji 

his obligation. The vnknown man geve δία contact-paper and ἃ 

cover address in Poland, where he was to write within 2 weeks. 


On 7 May 1963, W. allegedly wae agein epproached by ancther 
unknown pereon, tho reainded hia of the cooperation he had

agein approeched hia et. hie residence. One person wore police 


F woiform. Both persone hed come by car and requeeted W. to get 


in. In the car, they sgain requested bis cooperation by 
threstening him. He was ordered to meet another person on 

2 June 1965. Thie meeting wae held. The meeting-paertner 
requested hia to file an application for a vieit to Poland 

at the Polish Military Miesion. There, instructed by hie 
meeting-partner, he was to undergo intelligence treining. 

The partner called himself chief of a section for Polich 
foreign espionage, aleo questioned him ae regerds possibile 
dedte and offered him DM 2.000. W. ailegedly refused to take 
the money. The san further ordered hia to epen a watchaeker's 
ehop at his place of residence, He would then have to travel 
ἃ lot. Hie shop wae to serve as ἃ seeting-place for agents. 


After this last meeting, π. ‘wade 4 confeseion δὲ the Criainal 


Police. He and bie family had deen registered at Friedland in 
“ctaber 19f0., At that .tise,he hed ; repgered any statenansé 
an we, e the bribe effeir end his mequent obligetion. After 
bo bed re-settled, he had correspondence contact with bid 
relatives (mother and brother, allegedly an officer in the 

Folish army). After bie confescion, he wae again twice reainded 
of the scoperation he hed promived, pertly undar tbreeta~ 


Up to now, it wae not possible to verify W's statements. 
Pfherefore, it cannot be established with gertainty whether 
hie etatemente ere true. The contsct-payer, which he handed 
over, was genuine. If hie etatements are true, this would be

How as 
before, the meeting wee the moet important meane of handling

' gegent had proven hie suitebility and the contact had become 
profiteble for the Polieh Intelligence Service. The Polish 
Intelligence Service, es far ag poeesidle, tried to have the 
meetings take place within its own ephere of power, or at least, 
on Restern territory. Only then, after the reliability of the 
egeat for the Polieh Intelligence Service had become coted lished, 
meetings were arranged in neutral or Western foreign ecuntries. 
In euch cases, econetises, meetings vere only held upon request 
of the agent or the handling office, while contact mainly waa 
mainteined through one or severel dead letterdrops. 


Another meane of contact used by the Polish Intelligence Sernice 
oomiated in making use of Polieh citisene’ Western contacts. 
The Polish Intelligence Service used these contacts to request 
ite agents in the Pederal Republic in an inoenapicucus vay, 
nemely by way of private letters, to obveerve neetinge.

It was noted that the agente’ equipment was gradually iaproved. 
A nusber of agente were found im possesnion of falsified pasa- 
porta or identifications, which were fesued in the name of 
persons living in the Pederal Repubdlioc, as hed been practiced 
by other Baetern Intelligence Services. These fsleifications 
were excellent. All agente coming from the 0888 were outfitted 
with Western clothes end. equipment (luggage, toilet articles). 


Aleo, when useing cover eddreeses, ὁ certain differentiation 
was noted, to the effect that the agent could not write to 
the cover addressee socording te hie own discretion, but had 
to uee ἃ certain edérese for ἃ certain type of iaformation. 


In the pest year, in one known case, the Ceech Jatelligence 
Service abendaned ite prectice οὗ training agente iadividvally, — 
send thee to the Federel Republic end have then eperate share 
on their own.

In the ceases which became known during the reporting year, agente 
were exclusively hendled by nembere of Yugoslav siseions in the 
Federal Republic (Tugoelav Liaison Office at the Swedish Enbaecy 
δὲ Mehlenm, Yugoslav Generel Coneulates in Samburg end Munich). 
Acoording to the available iaformatioa no other meang of handling. 
were used (radio,’dead letterdrop, invisible writings). Only in 
& ‘few cases, where an intelligence activity 414 mot cone about 
due to a disclosure, cover addreages in Yugoslavia were stated, 
which, however, were only to be informed of the entry and suacess- 
ful legelisetion. It may Be auaumed that in. these cases, 600, 
future handling was to be effected by manberw of the ainaliones. 


In 1963, 4 member of the Yugoslav Liaison Office at the Swedish 
Batassy at Kchlea wes requcseted to leave the Pcderal Republic due 
to intelligence ectivities. Whenever Yugoslav netionels appeared 
et the Mission in order to heave their passports prolongeted, or 
for some other reason, he tried to recruit them for intelligence 
cooperation.
